HISTORY 

Doughoregan Manor was built Dy Charles Carroll, M &he immigrant" in 
17 IV, oat? plana io± this structure living Deen urawn up uy Major L f iinx'ant. 
At the titne ox the construction oi the Manor-house the estate consisteu oi ten 
tnousana acres oi lanu. Tne Manor-house is situateu live wiles nortnwest oi 
£liicott City Marylanu on -wie Frbueriok Pl£e. 

Tnt* estate ifaa aanueu uown to the nale liBmuers oi the xamiiy irora 
Charles Carroll, M tfte immigrant," to Philip A, Carroll, who is tne present 
owner* Among several ox Gne u ist inquisneu ummoers oi tne xauiily wnu o^nga tne 
estate, are Chax lt>a Carroxi ox Cairollton, one ox tne bignera 01 tae declaration 
ox' Inuopenuence, am John Lee Carroll, one oi tne Governors ox Maryland. 

COXSTEQCTIOK 

The Doughoregan Manor-huuse was const ructeu in tne typical style ox 
Colonial structure • It is a long, low structure two ssories in uuight w itn two 
wings ma&xng tne entire lengtn three nunarea ieet. The wnole of tne structure 
is uuiit ox oric*. which is saiu to nave oeen orougnt over xrom Prance. 
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"tfhen the colonists cune from England to settle in the South, they 
acted In direct contrast to the way in which the settlers of the North did* 
Instead of the small estates of the Uorth, they formed largt ones sometimes 
tens of thousands of acres in extent . For this reason, most of the life in 
Maryland in the latter half of the seventeenth century ^nd the whole of the 
eighteenth century was country life. 

The Calve rts desired to found a new landed aristocracy in Maryland. 
In carrying out this desire, a "Bill of Baronies" was placed before the as- 
sembly but was not passed. In its place however, the Proprietor w^s given 
the right to establish manors. The manorial lords had rights of jurisdiction 
over their tenants. In this way, the lord of the manor was made a very digni- 
fied aid important person in the early history of the South. 

It seems that the reason the settlers allowed this system of rrenors 
to be instituted in Llaryl- nd was that the people showed a tendency to settle 
in large estates and the manorial system had been used for e similar purpose 
in England . 

At the present d-y, many estates called manors can be found which 
show the manner In which the e^rly settlers of the South lived. The house or 
mane ion was usually a long, low struct ure of brick. The rooms were grouped 
^bout * large hallway which w:.s luxuriously furnished. The w^lls were 
wainscoted to the ceiling. Sometimes the woodwork was carved very beautifully. 
The portraits of the ancestors of the family were hung upon the walls. 

Along with the mansion, many other buildings smeller in size were 
scattered on the estate. They usually consisted of the overseer's house near 
which the saBller stone slave houses were grouped, the smoke -houses, the many 
barns and other necessary farm buildings, snd t£te houses of the free tenants

who rented their land from the lord of the manor. 

A very important institution in the establishing of manorial estates 
was the chapel which was usually built very near to the mansion, in some instances 
comprising a wing of the house-proper. It seems th^t the land of the manorial 
lord would be exempted from taxation if a chapel were built as a part of the 
estate. This privelege was soon taken Htfay. 

One of the most beautiful examples of Colonial manors in Maryland is 
the Doughoregan Manor which w^s known as the home of Charles Carroll of Carrollton. 
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The history of the Dougioregan Manor is linked so closely uith that 
of the Carroll family in Maryland that the history of the family itself may 
be used as that of the manor* 

Charles Carroll, the first of the Carrolls of Carrollton in Llarylandt 
obtained possession of his estates in America when he petitioned the King of 
England to restore him to his inheritance of the properties of the O'Carrolls, 
princes of Ely in Kings and Tipperary Counties in Ireland. Although the King 
of England did not grant his petition as it was asked, he did grant Charles 
Carroll an estate of sixty thousand acres of land in Maryland* 

This Charles Carroll, who wc<s known as Charles Carroll, "the immigrant," 
came oier to settle in Maryland in the capacity of agent and receiver general of 
the Loid Proprietory in 1688. In 1707 Charles Carroll, "the immigrant, 1 ' was 
granted the tract of land known as Dough Oregon, spelled Doororegan at that time. 
This grant of land consisted Of ten thousand acres in Baltimore County, Maryland t 
which is now Howard County, i<Iaryland. 'ffhen the tract of land was first surveyed, 
it extended "from the Patuxent by a blind path to Thomas Browne's plantation and 
to four Indian Cabins and thence to some Oaks." At the time of this survey, 
Thomas Browne's Plantation adjoining the Doughoreg-^n tract was the only nearby 
habitation* 

A resurvey of Doughoreg^n in 18£0 with the additions to the original 
tract shows it consisting of 13,361§- acres. The beginning was at a stone near 
the east side of a public road leading from Baltimore to HQOkville marked, 
"There st^nd the Beginning Trees of Dough ore g-n Push Pin and the Girls' Portion*" 

Charles Carroll, "the immigrant ," recognized the advantages of the 
section of his land near the Pa^ajisco Eiver ^>nd appreciating this f^ct, he marked 
the Doughoregan manor tract as the future home of the family and built the 
Llanor House. 
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In the latest records in the Court House of Howard County, Maryland , 
of the property owned by Philip Acosta Carroll, the Doughoregan Uanor consists 
of the following: 577 acres of tillable land, 110 acres of pasture, 180 acres 
of wooded land, 8 acres of orchard, the Mansion, Gable House, Overseer's House, 
Horse Stable, Bank Barn, and three Silos, Corn House and Sheds, 11 Tenant Houses, 
Wash House, iiheeo House, Coach House, Brick Barn and two Barracks. 
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The U& nor House was constructed in 1717 soon after Charles Carroll, 
"the immigrant; 1 returned from a visit to England and Ireland. The plans and 
design of this building were made by Major L'Enfant, the man who laid out the 
city of Washington, D. C. The Doughoregan Manor House is considered one of 
the finest examples of Colonial structure in the United States tod^y. 

The beautiful tension is situated five miles northwest of Kllicott 
City Maryland on the Frederick Pike, once the national highway from e^st to west. 
The house is situated on the crest of a high ridge of ground commanding a broad 
view to the east at the end of a mile long driveway from the pike through a 
beautiful wood and is surrounded by five thousand acres of fertile land. 

From Charles Browning's "Chief Explanation" published in 1821, it seems 
that from the first record of the Dough oregan Manor tract it was granted in 
April 10, 1723 f but was not tcken up officially until just before the revolution 
by Charles Carroll of Carrollton for his father* The only money that was paid 
for this land seerae to have been a rent of twenty doll-rs per year which the 
Charles Carroll of C-rrollton discontinued paying by the act for abolition of 
quit-rent in 1780. 

Charles Carroll, "the immigrant/ 1 died in the year 1720. His son 
Charles Carroll of Annapolis wss abroad et the time and remained there until 
172S when he returned to take charge of his estates which included Doughoregan 
Manor* He married Elizabeth Brooke, the daughter of Clement Brooke ^nd Jane 
Sewell. One son was born in 1737 ^nd was named Charles, who later became known 
as Charles Carroll of Carrollton and who was the oldest lived signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. Young Charles Carroll of Carrollton w^s first 
sent to school at Bohemia Manor, mother very noted Colonial Lknsion in Maryland, 
at the sge of ten yesrs and then to St. Omer in France* After this, he went to 
the college of Louis Le Grand at P^ris. 



In 1763, Charles Carroll of Annapolis wrote his eon a letter in which 
he stated that he would give Charles junior the manor at Doughoregan on his 
death. Finally, Charles Carroll of Carrollton returned to America after extensive 
study in Europe and resided at Carrollton while his father resided at Doughoregan 
Manor . 

Charles Carroll of Carrollton was married to Miss Mary Darnall on 
June 5, 1768. He then took a prominent part in the affairs of Maryland being 
one of the signers of the Declaration of Independence on August 2, 1776# A 
son, Charles, one of seven children, was born to Mrs. Carroll in 1775. This 
son who beca:^e known as Charles of Homestead married Harriet Chew, daughter of 
Honorable Benjamin Chew on July 17, 1300 and a son was born on July 25, 1801. 

Charles of Hoaestead died in 1825 and his son, who was later known 
as "Colonel" Charles Carroll, inherited the Douhoregan Manor. 

On November 14, 1332, Charles Carroll of Carrollton died at the age 
of ninety-two years. His body rests in the Chapel at Doughoregan, on the 
gospel side of ihe altar which was erected as * mounment by the grandson of 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, and father of Governor John Lee Carroll. The 
work on this mounmsnt was done by Mr. Bartholomew in Rome in 1352. 

"Colonel" Charles Carroll married and had a son Charles who inherited 
Doughoregan. Charles Carroll, the son of "Colonel" Charles, was the sixth 
Charles C rroll of that lino in this Country. H* ving no children, he decided 
to live in Europe. The manor was purchased fro a him by his brother John Lee 
Carroll, who later became Governor of Maryland. John Lee Carroll married 
Mary Carter Thompson and had a son named Philip Acosta who is now owner of 
the Doughoregan Manor. At present he resides in Kew York City visiting his 
Manor over week-ends and many holidays. The Manor proper is open to only a 
very few people when Philip is not there because of the valuable antiques with 
which it is furnished.

Tne inain portion ox oie nouse is coiuposeu ux tnree sections, nu part 
ox which exceeus tmrty letiu in ueptn. Both tne rignt anu leit win&s extenu 
lartner to trie front tnan one main portion ma^in^ tne ueptn at these points 
aoout lorVy-xive feet. 

The interior is uiviueu tnrougu tne miuuie Dy a uroau hallway very 
aeavxiy panelleu m oa*. To tne x*ignu Ox tnxs on one urst noor, is a parlor 
oeyona wnicn tnere is a atu^', tne walls 01 vfnicn are covered with family pox— 
traits anu in wnicn tne signer 01 tne Declaration 01 Inuepenuance conuueteu one 
uusmess Ox ais estate* 

To tne leit 01 tne aaiiway as you enter, are a reception anu a uining 
nou« Aujoining tne reception room is a sraall ureaKiast room. The seconu iloor 
01 kie nouse is usou entirely xOx Deu rooms anu bat as. 

The rcinuows are maae up ox twelve panes oi glass eacn 10 inches by 16^ 
inches. They are tne type that move in a vertical uirectiun. 

The nouse is uuiit oi brick vinicn is said to nave oeen maue in France 
anu importeu uy Charles Carroll, "tne immigrant." There are two uiiierent size 
oi uricic useu in bhia structure. 

The central section is ouilt ox oriclcwnich ax*e 9 incnes uy inches 
by %t inches waile the rignt anu leit wing are built oi smaller uricK, 8 mcnes 
by ft inches by ^ inches. The right wing or chapel is built of the same large 
brielc as the center section of the nouse. 
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The xeiu section is cov^i-ed with a plaster like stucco of grayish color. The 
brick surface was painted a yellowish color, but most of the paint has been worn 
off by the weather. 

There is a cellar utfiich extenas for the length of the main portion of 
the structure with small windows 2feet by % feet in size* 

At both the front and rear entrances to the house, there are small 
porches on the first floor, the upper portion of the house at these points 
resting on wooden pillars, four on each side of the house. 

Over the center section of the building there is a small cupola which 
is enclosed by a wooden railing extending over the right ana left sections of 
the house-proper. This cupola makes the structure at this point appear to be 
a section of some ancient wall with a watch-tower. 

The chapel on the right wing appears to be a plain building from the 
outside, but on entering, the interior is seen to be very beautifully constructed. 
A picture of the interior accompanies this thesis showing the beautiful altar 
enclosed by a low railing. This picture was taken from the small balcony at 
the rear of the chapel. The majority of the seats consist of long benches 
placed on each side of one central aisle which leads to the altar. 

The garden in the rear of the house is a succession of terraces lead- 
ing from the mansion to the oeautiiul grove of old trees fe© the West. The 
southern boundary ox the garden is an irregular stone wall that has been standing 
for over one humred years. The garaen itself was laid out when the house was 
built. 

In ti;e garaen near the uiscaraed green-house there is a very old tree. 
It is saia that George Washington tiea his horse to this tree when he visited 
the Carroll Mansion.
